If America were a member of the 
reparations commission as provided 
under the treaty, her representatives 
not only would sit ir all meetings 
and have an. equal voice, but her own 
decisions would be subject to the ju- 
risdiction of the Congress of the 
United States, which under the Con- 
stitution, has the right to make 'aws 
governing the commerce of the ma- 
tion. 


Would Go Before League, .., 
Wighth, if the United States re- 
jected the present treaty and en- 
deavored to negotiate a separate 
treaty with: Germany, it would be 
necessary, under the rules of the 
league of nations, which will soon 
be in effect, as between Germany 
and the European Powers, for any 
treaty made by Germany with the 
United States to be submitted to the 


council of the league of nations for 


approval. Thus America would not 
have a free hand in negotiating a 
separate peace with Germany but 
would be obliged to get the consent 
of the allied and associated powers, 
who could have a voice in the ne- 
gotiations and in the apportionment 
of war debts and other contracts 
that might affect the financial dp- 
portunities of the allied and asso- 
ciated Governments to collect money 
from Germany. 

It will not be soon forgotten the 
fight Premier Clemenceau made 
against the payment by Germany of 
coin instead of credit paper for the 
food sold to Central Europe by 
Americans since the armistice and 
the successful fight which Herbert 
Hoover waged to get a certain prior- 
ity in payment for American farm- 
ers out of Germany’s funds. The 
league of nations and allied Govern- 
ments would have complete power of 
decision without being obligated to 
heed the protest of the United States 
if they so desired. 

Ninth, the blow to the prestige of 
the United States Government 
throughout the world would be in- 
calculable if no treaty with Germa- 
ny were adopted. Not only would 
the moral power of the executive 
branch of the United States Govern- 
ment be weakened in exchanging 
notes with other Powers on numer- 
ous questions, but, with the knowl- 
edge that Congress alone is dominant 
in foreign affairs, there would be a 
disposition to.deal with individual 
members of Congress, a practice that 
has quietly grown up of late and 
which puts the executive branch of 
the Government at serious disadvan- 
tage in endeavoring to discharge its 
constitutional functions of conduct- 
ing foreign affairs. 

People Would Suffer. 

Whoever is at fault for the present 
state of affairs—either the obstinacy 
of the. President and his refusal to 
take to Paris men in whom the Sen- 
ators would have confidence, or the 
desire of Senators to punish the 
President for his errors—the fact re- 
mains that, unless a compromise 
resolution is adopted when Congress 
reconvenes, and the treaty ratified in 
some form, the ‘people of the United 
States who usually suffer when Con- 
gress squabbles with the executive 
will suffer again. Only this time the 
effects may reach into the financial 
and business tissues of the whole 
country and touch not only economic 
factors like wages, export trade and 
retrenchment of

| Suspicion of Aliens “Regrettable” | 


Two Americans who have won distinction in 
studying the potentialities of this sityation discuss 
the wise course for this country to adopt. One 
of them, Prof. Charles Downer Hazen of Colum- 
bia University, investigated the methods used by 
the autocrats of Berlin,to Germanize aliens resi- 
dent in the German empire. Prof. Hazen, .from 
his research in the history of Alsace-Lorraine, 
Schleswig and Poland, knows how human nature 
reacts to assimilation by force. The other is 
Allen T. Burns, director of the Americanization 
study now being financed by the Carnegie Cor- 
poration. All his adult life Burns has passed In 
contact with immigrants in this country. He 
knows them, their feelings, their thoughts, their 
loyalties, their role in America as do few others. 
During the past year he has directed a compre- 
hensive investigation into the existing situation. 
He speaks thus from the fullness of present 
knowledge. 

In his office at the Carnegie Corporation Burns 
summed up his recent observations. “Do you 
find that many strikes are fomented by foreign 
agitators?” he was asked. Burns, a powerfully 
built man, heavy jawed, clear eyed, turned in 
his chair and with all the emphasis of a man 
deeply aroused he said: 

“T do not know anything more regrettable than 
this present campaign to make the immigrant 
the goat for our industrial unrest. It is a curious 
shift of public opinion. Three months ago the 
railroad brotherhoods—the most American or- 
ganizations in the United States—were accused 
of responsibility for unrest, and now the blame is 
laid at the door of the immigrant. It is unjust. 


“The immigrant, given half a chance, is loyal 
to our political institutions and to our industry. 
Remembering that this is an abnormal time I 
do not know anything more significant than the 
overwhelming loyalty of the aliens in this coun- 
try. The Department of Justice reported at the 
end of the war only 6000 suspects held for ex- 
amination out of a total of 13,000,000 foreign- 
born in this country. Why, think of it! Ger- 
many could have hired that many to make trouble 
considering the business she was in. 


if Real I. W. W. Leaders Americans | 


“My information is that the real leaders of 
unrest in the United States are Americans., One 
of our investigators attended the last convention 
of the Il. W. W. He examined the credentials. 
Every delegate was gn American. There was not 
a foreigner on the list.” 

“But, Mr. Burns, even though the foreigners 
du not produce the leaders, it might be that they 
are more susceptible to anti-American teachings 
than the native born. Do you find them ready 
material for American wild men?” 

“Tt do not,” was his prompt reply. ‘‘Further- 
more, we must get rid of one important fallacy. 
The idea is current that the recent immigrants 
ere inferior to the older immigrants, that the 
Central Europeans are less good human stuff than 
the Germans and Scandinavians and Irish who 
were prominent in the older immigration. That 
notion was strengthened in part by the report.of 
the Federal Immigration Commission, 


“Our studies do not support it. Measured by 
every test the newer immigrant is potentially 
equal to his predecessors. He learns English as 
quickly; he is naturalized as quickly. In just 
about the same time he becomes a part of Amer- 
ican life. By no defensible standard is he in- 
ferior. He is fit for democracy as are any. 


“Tf the foreigner is taken into active partner- 
ship in working out the common welfare he is no 
more apt to follow radical leadership than is the 
American. Taking them in the large, no body 
of people are radical. Conditions affect all about 
the same way.”

“I should say exclusion from ordinary human 
relations, inadequate pay, continuously long 
hours, extortion and the feeling that you have 
no voice in the conditions which must concern 
you. 

‘The immigrant eomes over herewith the idea 
that America is a place where every man has a 
voice in matters which concern him. Sometimes 
he finds that true and sometimes he does not. 
In one of the districts of Pennsylvania a Galician 
was asked the difference between the old country 
and America. He replied: ‘In Galicia we had a 
King; here we have a superintendent.”

“In such a place neither the immigrant nor 
the American has very much to say about the 
conditions which most affect him. Such condi- 
tions certainly do not Americanize him regardless 
of how much Americanization is preached: Emer- 
son's observation is true there and well might the 
immigrant say: “What you are speaks so loudly 
that I cannot hear what you say.’ 

“Again constant and just criticism of govern- 
ment by Americans such as we had at the end of 
the last session of Congress, the reiterated state- 
ments that government does not touch matters 
which most intimately concern individuals; that 
it is misrepresentative, this, too, makes for radi- 
calism among immigrants as among Americans, 

“But I remember the statement of an Irish 
pulitician in the stockyards district of Chicago. 
He said: ‘Don’t worry about the foreigner. ® In 
c.bout six years he will get out of the skinned into 
the skinners’ class and he will then be as patri- 
otic as any of us.’ ”’ 

Burns was reminded of the proposal to déport 
{immigrants who fail to learn English within five 
years as well as those suspected of radicalism and 
of other devices for compelling the alien to be- 
come American. 

“I think that industrial relations need to be 
Americanized, that is, made to conform to our 
political principles, quite as much as does the 
immigrant,” he said. 

‘Destructive radicalism can be prevented by 
giving the alien the feeling that he is enfranchised 
ir the matters which most concern him, rather 
than by threatening him with deportation. He 
is like the American revolutionists. They were 
prosperous. I suspect that the tax against which 
they objected so strenuously was not burdensome 
in itself. But they wanted a voice in laying that 
tax. So does the immigrant. 

“TI do not think that deportation would solve 
the question. In the first place, immigrant labor 
is needed to perform American work. Who else 
‘is to do the heavy work? Employers are accus- 
tomed to relying on the immigrant labor supply. 
I do not believe in exile as a remedy. On the 
other hand, I do not believe in making departure 
difficult for those who want to go back to their 
clad countries as has also been proposed. 


f “Deportation Not the Solution” 


“That would be especially. unwise. After the 
war many will naturally desire to visit their 
friends and families In Europe. The profoundest 
sentiments of famfly affection inspire this wish 
to see what changes the war wrought. It would 
be fatal to restrain those who want to go. America 
must not appear hostile to such strong human 
ties. 

“I do not think that either by deportation or by 
other forms of compulsion that Americanization 
can be advanced. Loyalty by compulsion is as 
ebsurd as the decree of Henry VIII suppressing 
Gifferences of opinion. Loyalty and compulsion 
dc not exist in the same universe. Can you com- 
pel friendship? "=". 

“Our studies go to show that channels of com- 
munication should be opened between foreigners 
and Americana and that Americanization will 
result.

WHOSE IS THE GUILT? 

The refrain of the grand chorus of Republican or- 
gans is that President Wilson defeated the peace 
treaty. They find in his methods of handling the 
treaty and dealing with the Senate the whole cause of 
that humiliating fiasco which leaves the United States 
isolated from all the alliéd nations with whom we 
fought the war to a finish and in a mess of compli- 
cations which may turn out’ to be immeasurably 
harmful to us and a tragedy for the world. 

Even our esteemed local contemporary, the Globe- 
Democrat, which started.as an ardent supporter of 
the treaty and the President and by gentle gradations 
became a Lodge apologist and a defender of his reser- 
vations, now proclaims that the President iefeated 
the treaty. His mistakes are used as justification 
for the conduct of Republican Senators. | 

Granting the worst that can be sald against the 
President’s course in dealing with the Senate and 
with the peace conference, what have his mistakes to 
do with the merits of the peace treaty or with the 
duty of Senators to consider and act upon its merits? 
Upon what ground of reason or conscience can the 
bad conduct of a President exonerate Senators from 
the guilt of defeating a great treaty and peace cove- 
nant, embodying the fruits of the war and a great 
advance in civilization, upon which the future wel- 
fare of mankind depends? Upon what ground of 
reason and conscience can Senators, charged with 
the interests of the nation in dealing with the treaty, 
plead the President’s conduct toward them as an 
excuse for failing to do their duty? 

The peace treaty was not the President’s treaty, ex- 
cept that in a sense all treaties are the President's 
because he is charged with the power and function 
of negotiating treaties. This treaty was the work of 
@ great peace conference, representing 26 nations. 
Even the much-berated peace covenant, although set 
up as a splendid war aim and advocated by the Prest- 
dent with the accord of the American people, was 
not of his personal making. He did not even supply 
the framework. The peace treaty, with the plan for 
the League of Nations, was the combined work of all 
the nations at the conference. It was the best result 
that could be obtained and gave promise of guaran- 
teeing the rich blessing of permanent peace on a 
basis of justice and liberty. It was the product of 
many minds ,brought into harmony on account of a 
common menace, for the common good. It was signed 
by the representatives of all the nations at the peace 
table and has been accepted without change by al! the 
principal allied nations and many others as the best 
that could be obtained and as on the whole a satis- 
factory conclusion of the costly struggles of the war 
and the arduous labors of the conference. 
How is it possible to justify the rejection of such 
a treaty, with all the tragic consequences that may 
follow, by the plea that the President failed to choose 
the right men as delegates and did not treat the Sen- 
ate with the consideration and courtesy which were 
its due; that he offended the vanity of Senators and 
aroused their resentment? If offended vanity and re- 
sentment are accepted as good reasons for defeating 
measures vital to the nation’s honor and interest and 
to the public welfare, we have fallen to a low estate, 
indeed. 
Whatever the President's faults, he brought back 
from Paris not merely the only treaty that could be 
framed, but a treaty which as a whole possessed 
extraordinary merit and gave bright promise of estab- 
lishing just and peaceful relations’ between’ nations. 
The simple truth is that the majority of the Senate, 
despite its desire to ratify the treaty without vital 
amendment, was induced by petty motives of persona! 
animosity, offended vanity, pride and partisanship 
to toss it aside with brutal indifference to the welfare 
of the country and of the world. The people will 
have no trouble in fixing the blame for the present 
intolerable situation. It will not rest on the Presi- 
dent, who submitted a good treaty, if {t were done 
with bad grace, but on the Senators who let petty 
passion and interests turn them from the path of wis- 
dom and duty. 
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THE CHOICE BEFORE THE TOURIST.

Reason enough erists 
for its renewal now. Since 1914 the native tourist 
has been compelled to see America first. Persons had 
to go on other than mere sight-seeing missions to ob- 
tain admission to most Buropean countries and ship- 
ping was lacking to get to other countries.

Yet, since the subject 
was broached in Congress on June 
14, last, although 70 bills have been 
introduced: to deal with_radicalism, 
not one was placed on the statute 
books—and Congress serenely ad- 
journed this week without so much 
as a public statement of its inten- 
tions. or the reasons for its failure 
to act upon a danger to the public 
welfare. 

Need of Laws Shown. 

For, the fact.is, upon the author- 
ity of the Attorney-General him- 
self, that there are today no laws 
which make it a crime to preach an- 
archy or sedition. Morqeover, those 
who have attempted to bring about 
the forcible overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States have 
committed no crime unless their acts 
amount to treason, rebellion or sedi- 
tious conspiracy. 

To prove conspiracy, the acts of 
two persons acting In collusion must 
be clearly unlawful. Individually, 
therefore, a person may go the limit 
at present, and cannot be punished 
unless someone else co-operates 
with him or her in the planning of 
the crime. 

Furthermore, “rebellion” and 
“treason” have been defined as levy- 
ing war or giving aid and comfort 
to the enemies of the United States. 

But the advising of defiance of 
law is not a crime under the general 
criminal laws, whether the same be 
done by printing and circulating of 
literature or by the spoken word.

PARTIAL SUN’ ECLIPSE 
VISBLE IN ST. LOUS 


Moon’s Shadow Could Be Seen 
From 6:50 to 9:02 A. M. 
Yesterday. 


There was a partial eclipse of the 
sun yesterday, visible in St. Louis 
from 6:50 to 9:02 a.m. The air was 
clear during the greater part of that 
time and amateur observers had a 
good view of the eclipse. The sun 
was partly obscured when it first 
came into view, the upper right 
hand portion of the disc being ob- 


| scured. 


To observers with smoked glasses 


‘the eclipse, which was the moon ine 
truding between the earth and Its 


great light, appeared as a dark spot 
boscuring the sun’s surface, but 
through the telescope of the Rev. 
Father Martin S. Brennan of 
6304 Minnesota avenue, astrono- 
mer priest, only “something cutting 
a notch tnto the sun’s edge’’ was ob- 
served. Nothing could be seen, Fa- 
ther Brennan said, except that the 
notch grew larger and larger until 
7:50, when the shadow begay to pass 
away and the sun to regain its nor- 


| mal appearance. 


At 9:02 the eclipse ended, and 
science was benefited in that it had 
almost ideal conditions for observa- 
tion in this region. In Texas and the 
West Indies it was annular, or ring- 
shaped, in which the moon appears 


| in the center of the sun’s disk, with 


a ring of light around it. That phase 
was predicted to last from three to 
six minutes. 

Father Brennan said he was wait- 
ing with his telescope before sunrise, 
and was apprehensive for a time, as 
there were cloud flurries on the 
Eastern horizon. With the first rays 
of light, however, these clouds were 
dissipated, and when the sun rose 
the eclipse was visible. Three min- 
utes later a full; clear view of the 
situation was possible and he 
studied it carefully for two hours, 
with no other result than that the 
notch had come and gone.

PLANTING OF TREES 


Forestry Association Man Would 
Have Missourians Set Out Me- 
morial Trees Beside High- 
ways. 


(From the Washington Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—In a 
letter to Harry B. Hawes, president 
of the Federated Roads Council of 
St. Louis, Charles Lathrop Pack of 
the American Forestry Association 
urges that Missourians adopt the 
association’s “Roads of Remem- 
brance” idea by planting memorial 
trees along their highways. 

Mr. Pack quotes Mr. Hawes in in- 
dorsement of the plan, as being 
both practical and adding greatly 
to the beauty of highways. 

“The greatest burden the roads 
have to carry,” writes Mr. Pack, “is 
civilization itself. The producer and 


the consumer must be brought clos- 
er together, and good roads do that. 
Then follow better living conditions. 
Good roads mean good. business. 
Let the peple have a part in these 
roads while building and you will 
see a good roads program go over 
with a whoop. A great campaign 
of education is under way to in- 
terest people in trees. The people 
are alive to this great question of 
road building and a national forest 
policy. 
Trees Protect Roads. 

“With a road building program in- 
volving $6,000,000,000 before us 
within the next five years, let us 
beautify these roads by planting 
trees along them as we go. Road 
building and tree planting should 
go hand in hand. Trees are a great 
protection to roads, summer and 
and then, too, what finer 
memorials can be erected to the 
men who offered their lives to their 
country than miles upon miles of 
tree-bordered roads? 

“The roads of France are as fam- 
ous as are her foresta. She gets 
two-sevenths of all her fuel wood 
from her roadside tree planting, but 
when France cuts she planta We 
do not do that In this country. The 
recent coal] strike brought home to 
us the value of the old woodlot, 
which. has disappeared from our 
economic scheme of things. In ev- 
ery town there should be a woodlot 
properly cut and properly cared for 
against a time of need. 

“In your State a fine opportunity 
exists to interest every man, woman 
and child in your road-building plan 
by allowing them to have an active 
and intimate part in it by the plant- 


‘Ing of memorial trees along these 


roads. In Indiana, for instance, the 
women’s clubs will plant every mile 
of the Lincoln Highway that passes 


* | Association? 
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through Indiana. These roads will 
be planted with trees in honor of 
the boys of the county through 
which the road passes. The mile as 
@ unit will be named after a famous 
son of Indiana, the first mile to be 
the Schuyler-Colfax mile’ Thus you 
see every citizen will be very strong 


for your road-bailding program if 


he has a part in the building of the 
road besides being called upon to 
pay the taxes. 

Louisiana Plants Oaks. 

“The Jefferson Highway in Loui- 
siana has been planted with victory 
oaks every 40 feet for the distance 
that road extends through that 
State. This is the road that leads 
through St. Louis to Winnipeg and 
similar plans are under way in other 
States. Many miles of the Lincoln 
Highway have been or are being 
planted with memorial] trees by vari- 
ous patriotic organizations 

“It is a proposition that every au- 
tomobile and road association should 
get behind, and many of them havea. 
Will) you not send out a call to the 
people of Missouri to plant memorial 
trees along thejr roads and register 
them with the American Forestry 
The association will 
be glad indeed to send to the planter 
of every tree a certificate of regis- 
tration without cost if the individual 
will inform us of the date and for 
whom the tree is planted. Is there 
not a fine opportunity here?”

were not hoarding the sugar. If | 


they fail to do SO, the sugar will 
sold at a public sale by the Pe ag 
ment, and the proceeds, less the cost 
of the sale, turned over to the own- 
ers. The question of prosecution 
would then be decided by the Dis- 
trict Attorney. If the owners ab- 
solve themselves of the hoarding 
charge, the sugar will be released. 

Meantime a United States Deputy 
Marshall will maintain a watch on it 
at the cold storage house. 


This was the fourth libel proceed- 
ing here under the hoarding clause 
of the food control bill. One of the 
others was against food held at the 
Same storage plant. The others 
were against stores of eggs and cof- 
fee. All three subsequently were 
dropped by the Government when 
the owners presented evidence that 
the commodities were not being 
hoarded. 


While grocers are vainly begging 
for an opportunity to buy sugar 
with which to supply their custom- 
ers, manufacturers of candy and 
soft drinks are either buying it in 
carload lots, or are using up their 
reserve stocks, inauiry by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter disclosed. 

Following the action Friday of 
President Wilson, in reviving the 
wartime Government supervision of 


sugar, it was said that one of the 
first acts would be to curtail sharp-

Many retail grocers are unable to 
buy any sugar at all. Those who 
have it are rationing it out to their 
customers a pound or two at a 
time.

Tribesmen Fire on Them in 
the Belief That Expedi- 
tien Is a Ruse of the Ar- 
menians.

Cablegrams on Oct. 24 told 
briefly of the escape of Gen. Har- 
bord and his_associlates of the 
United States Mission to Armenia 
when they were attacked by bands 
of Turkish nomads in the desert 
and mountain regions of Armenian 

Turkey. Walter 8. Hiatt of The 
Associated Press was a member of 
the Harbord party, and has de- 
scribed the incident in the follow- 
ing graphic dispatch just received 
Dy mail from Erivan, capital of 
the Armenian’ republic: 


ERIVAN, Capital Armenian Re- 
public, Oct. 20°—The attack on and 
detention overnight of the Harbord 
Mission to Armenia by bands of 
Kurds, Tartars and Turks is illus- 
trative of the lawless conditions ex- 
isting throughout the Black—-Sea 
countries. 

While fraught with extreme dan- 
ger, the members of the party were 
neither robbed, stripped of - their 
clothes and turned adrift to make 
the best of their way to some friend- 
ly city, or even killed as happens to 
other caravans, because of the magic 
name of America. 

It was the mind of Shamil Beg, 
chieftain of the nomad band in- 
trenched against the Armenians at 
the village of Kulp, which saved the 
lesser members of the mission from 
the customary fate of captured car- 
avans. 

Used Seven Automobiles. 

Shamil Beg came to the knowledge 
of the mission members after this 
fashion: For three weeks they had 
been traveling from Constantinople, 
intent on really seeing the lands of 
Asia Minor as these lands have prob- 
ably fOt yet been seen by outsiders.

‘HUW PENDULUMS 
RECORD EARTHQUAKES 


Working of the Seismograph Ex- 
plained by St. Louis U. 
Instructor. 


The working of the seismo- 
graph, or earthquake recorder, was 
described by fhe Rev. James B. 
Macelwane, 8S. J., of the geology and 
physics department of Bt. Louis 
University, in a talk before the St. 
Louis Museum of Natural History 
Wednesday night. 

“In 1894,” he related, “a profes- 


sor in a European University was 
experimenting with delicate pendu- 
lums, when he noticed that they 
were disturbed by an earthquake 
which occurred far away. This led 
to the construction of seismographs. 
These instruments all make use of 
the pendulum. 

“The reason is this: You cannot 
measure how much a thing moves 
if everything else is moving along 
with it. That is precisely what is 
happening in an earthquake. If we 
are to find out how much the earth 
is moving, we must have something 
that will stand still in the mean- 
time, and that is where the pendu- 
lum comes to the rescue. o 

“Take hold of the end of your 
watch chain, and let the watch hang 
down. Now move your hand rapidly 
back and forth. The watch  re- 
mains stationary while your hand 


ple of the Seismograph. The bob 
of the pendulum remains stationary, 
while the support from which it 
hangs moves with the earth. The 
recording apparatus also moves to- 
gether with everything around. But 
if an ordinary pendulum were used, 
two difficulties would arise. 
Types. 

** In the first place the time need- 
ed for one swing of the pendulum 
depends on its length. To record 
properly this time of swing must be

about 40 feet long, while to swing in 
10 seconds it would have to be 81 
feet in length.

Production to Start Jan. 1. 

J. 8S. Hunt, general manager of 
the St. Louis Manufacturing Cor- 
poration division, who is in charge 
of the erection of the new plant, in 
an interview .with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, said production in the 
Manufacturing Corporation plant, 
which will be the first of the group 
to be completed, will start on Jan. 
1. The plant in which Chevrolet 
cars will be assembled is scheduled 
to start production by Feb. 1 and 
the Buick plant,.construction of 
which was begun recently, is expect- 
ed to be finished by April 1. The 
capacity of the Chevrolet plant will 
be 300 cars daily and that of the 
Buick plant 225. Both of these 
Plants are to be of the same arch:- 
tectural design. They will be 760 
feet by 240 feet, with an- 80-foot 
court extending half the length of 
each building, forming two wings, 
cach 80 feet in width, at the west 
end of eacn plant. Both of these 
plants will front on Union avenue. 
‘They will be three stories high a.d 
ot concrete und steel construction, 
finished'in buff brick with panels of 
buff stucco work. 

The plant of the manufacturing 
corporation, which is of the same 
type of construction, is one story 
high with a frontage of 440 feet on 
Natural Bridge road and 440 feet 


deep. There is a basement 320 fept 


long and 440 feet wide. 
Output of 1400 Bodies a Day. 

This plant will build the bodies for 
-all Chevrolet plants in the United 
States, the Buick Motor Car Co. and 
the Sampson Tractor Co. of Janes- 
ville, Wis., one of the largest manu- 
facturing plants of the General Mo- 
tors Corporation, which builds trucks 
as well as tractors» The daily output 
of this St. Louls plant is to be 1400 
automobile bodies of both passenger 
car and truck types. The _ truck 
bodies wilfbe the light delivery and 
one and one-half ton types. All 
types of passenger car bodies are to 
be built. 

The St. Louts Manufacturing Cor- | 
poration and the Chévrolet Motor 
Co. have two large plants in opera- 
tion in St. Louis, which now emplov 
approximately 1600 persons. The 
General Motors group, when the 


project is complete and in operation, | 
is expected to employ approximately , 


8500 persons. 


In the power plant, which also is | 


built of buff brick, concrete and 
steel, to harmonize with the other 
buildings, are seven boilers of 1000 
horsepower capacity each. The 
building is so planned that nine sim- 
ilar boilers can be installed as need- 
ed, giving a capacity of 16,000 horse- 
power. The smokestack is of buff 
brick and 225 feet high, with an in- 
side diameter of 13 feet at the top.

By means of Delt 
conveyors, scrap lumber will

The trackage about the plants is 
so arranged that 10,000,000 square 
feet of lumber in an emergericy could 
be stored on the tracks. 

An innovation In labor-saving de- 
vices is a battery of eight hydraulic 
lifts which are set in concrete pits 
built alongside a switch which par- 
allels the west side of the body fac- 
tory and are to be used in unloading 
lumber. They permit the unloading 
of eight carloads of lumber at one 
time. These hydraulic lifts may he 
regulated to lower or raise very slow- 
ly or rapidly. When a'car of lumber 
is to be unloaded the lift is raised 
to the level of the car floor and the 
workmen start piling on the lumber 
as it is taken from the car. The lift 
is then regulated to descend grad- 
ually and as it goes down, the pile of 
lumber is built up until the lift 
reaches the bottom of the pit. It is 
then raised quickly and the load of 
lumber rolled onto a truck which 
carries 5000 square feet to a load. 
These trucks are mounted on tracks 
which are at_right angles to the 
switch. Each“of 22 dry kilns built 
into the west wall of the body fac- 
tory has one of these tracks leading 
directly to it. The 22 kilns side by 
side extend the entire length of the 
plant. 

Kilns Operated by. Steam. 

Turntables and a cross track per- 
mit a loaded truck being run into 
any kiln desired. Each kiln will hold 
13; trucks loaded with lumber at one 
time. The kilns are operated by 
steam. Approximately 30 miles of 
one-inch pipe is used in the heating 
system of the 22 kilns. 

The moisture in lumber varies' 
from 10 per cent to 50 per cent, it is 
said, and therefore moist lumber that | 
is put in kilns where a higher tem- | 
perature is kept than in others. It 
is steamed at first, then given a dry 
heat, in which it remains for several 
days. The steaming weakens. the 
solution of acids in the wood, which 
pass off with the dry heat, it is said. 

From the dry kilns the lumber, | 
without being unloaded from the

Poet-Soldier’s Favorite, However, Is | 
Whose Virtue Is‘in Be- 
ing Clean and Silent. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 20.—Gabriele | 
a’Annunzio’s seizure of Fiume and 
issuance of an ultimatum of defiance 
tu the world has brought out many 
stories in England concerning the al- 
leged eccentricities of the Italian 
poet-warrior. Among these are the 
following published by JoRn O'Lon- 
don’s Weekly: 

“If the artistic temperament is 
the ffall-mark of the self-conscious 
showman, D’Annunzio has it to a 
supreme degree. It manifests itself 
in many ways. He is the possessor, 
for instance, of a wardrobe which 
might make a Brummell envious. 

“Like the elder Dumas, he is a 
rapid worker. On one occasion he 
completed a play containing 3000 
verses in 17 days. He finds that he 
works best at night, and his usual 
procedure is to start after dinner, at 
about 8 o’clock, and write on stead- 
fly until nine the following morning. 
Then, after a light breakfast, he goes 
to bed for the remainder of the day. 

“A fondness for strange pets {s one 
of his characteristics. Some years 
ago he tamed a small salamander 
and kept it three years. On its 
death D’Annunzio burst into tears. 
It was solemly buried under the 
large mantlepiece of the poet's study. 
The opening of the vault {s closed by 
a black marble slab, upon which in 
letters of gold are inscribed the 
words, ‘Beatae salamandrae  sac- 
rum,’ 

“At one time he kept more than 
40 horses in Florence. One of the 
strangest of his pets, however is a 
goldfish, on which he has bestowed 
the name of Lou-Pe-Li-Tel. Of this 
inmate of his household D’Annunzio 
has declared that ‘it possesses the 
two qualities most rare in life—it is 
clean and silent.’ 

“The subject of death looms large’ 
in all his writings, and he has al- 
ready built a tomb for himself, 
among the Apennines, not far from 
the source of the river Pescara, to 
which so many references are made 
in his works.”

The first canning factory in the Central 
States began in 1860—on the eve of the 
Civil War, | 


ITTLE progress however was made in canning 


in the United States prior to the Sixties. In the 


first place, cities were small. Fruit and vegetables 
could be grown near them and delivered fresh by 
wagon. The present-day demand for out-of-season 
foods and foreign foods, did not exist. In short, the 
conditigns which today make canned foods a practi- 
cal necessity, were conspicuous by their absence. 

Just as the wars of Napoleon gave stimulus to 
the establishmgnt of the industry, so our own Civil 
War stimulated its development in this country. 

Soldiers in the detention camps and hospitals, be- 
ing supplied with foods packed in cans, were quick 
to appreciate their convenience and excellence, and 
were later instrumental in spreading the good news 
broadcast throughout the country. 

The large development of the industry dates from 
this period. Not until several years later, however, 
yrere formulated the principles which form the basis 
of scientific canning, as we know it today. 

Nicholas Appert, successful though he was, could 
not himself tell why foods kept when treated accord- 
ing to that method. He ascribed it, as we shall see, 
to the exclusion of outside air, after applying suffi- 
cient heat to the food. 

In hig work entitled “The Art of Preserving Ani- 
mal and Vegetable Substances,” he wrote: “All trials 


I have made convince me that the absolute privation 
of the contact of external air (the internal air be- 
ing rendered of no effect by the action of hot water), 
and the application of heat by means of the water- 


_ bath, are both indispensable to the complete preser- 


vation of alimentary substances.” 

Subsequently the French Government appointed 
Guy Lussac, the foremost chemist of his time, to 
investigate this phenomenon. Luségac confirmed 
Appert's theory that the exclusion of air from the 
container prevents the spoiling of foods contained. 

This explanation prevailed until another eminent 
Frenchman Louis Pasteur, discovered most of the 
fundamental principles involved in the science of 
bacteriology. 

The first application of the new science to canning 
in this country Was made in 1895 by H. L. Russell, 
of the University of Wisconsin. 

In 1896 Professors Prescott and Underwood of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, supplement- 
ed this application with other notable experiments.

marketed canned fruits in 1820, is now in its

It shows that 
for 1919 the expenditures for hard- 
surfaced highways establishes a new 
record, in so far as the department’s 
road program is concerned, the to- 
tal amount being $138,000,000. The 
indications are that the following 
year will exceed this record by a 
large margin, as the available funds 
for road expenditure by the bureau 
for 1920 amount to $633,000,000. 

It is stated, however, that the 
spending of this sum will be chiefly 
dependent upon the quantity of ma- 
terials that can be transported by 
the railroads, in view of their limited 
facilities. 

“Unless the available open-top 
cars,”” says the report, “many of 
which normally He idle in the late 
winter, are utilized in that slack 
season the work which can be done 
will necessarily be curtailed for lack 
of materials. The total for 1920 is 
more than four times the amount 
that has been expended during any 
previous year for like purposes. 
Heretofore there must be a tremen- 
dous increase not only in the mate- 
rial supplies and shipping facilities 
but also in the labor supply, and an 
enlargement of contractors’ organiza- 
tions.”’ 

According to Thomas H. MacDon- 
ald, chief of the Bureau of Public 
Roads, the attention of all state, 
county and city road-building inter- 
ests should be directed toward over- 
coming this car shortage. To this 
end it is recommended that the ship- 
ping of materials begin earlier than 
usual. The first step in accomplish- 
ing this, Mr. MacDonald points out, 
is to-place under contract during De- 
cember and January as great a mile- 
age of roads as possible. 

“It has been customary, continues 
the report, to wait until contractors’ 
arganizations were ready to begin 
work before starting the shipment 
of material.

Universal Military Training Urged in Report of 
Chief of Staff—America’s Resources, 
Her Strength, He Says.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—A

clared in his annual report,\ made.

Gen. March founded his judgment 
on,lessons of the world war. That 
proved conclusively, he said, that 
ability to be self-sustaining for an 
indefinite period, provided the army 
was adequately prepared, was the 
nation’s greatest military asset. 

U. S. Must Protect Bases. 
So far as purely naval operations 
are concerned, he added, the United 
States has nothing to fear ‘“‘from any 
conceivable combination” of naval 
powers; but must be prepared to 
prevent seizure of bases by an enemy 
controlling the sea and intent on 
landing troops. 
“Without the possession of such 
bases in France,” the report said, 
“we could not have landed our 
army, irrespective of the fact that 
the allies had control of the sea.” 
Gen. March recommended fixing 
the strength of the regular army at 
five army cogps, maintained at half 
strength in peace times. The pro- 
posals the department presented 
tentatively to Congress ‘during the 
special session called for 609,000 
men and the statement of the Chief 
of Staff was taken to indicate that 
this would be scaled down to 260,- 
000. 
The report defended the present 
staff system with authorjy central- 
ized in the Chief of Staff. Proof of 
its efficiency could be found, it said, 
in the fact that the United States 
had sent more than 2,000,000 men 
and vast supplies overseas, thus 
becoming ‘‘a positive factor in the 
military action of the war.” 
“Tl am convinced,” Gen. March 
said, “that without a properly or- 
ganized and efficient general staff 
with authority to formulate and exe- 
cute the army program in future 
ars as in this and every other war 
of our history, it will be impossible 


for the activities of the various agen- 


cies, services and bureaus of the 
War Department to be controlled 
and directed to the attainment of 
the common end.” 

German: Staff Abolished. 
“Under the terms of the treaty of 
peace,” Gen. March added, “the Ger- 
man General Staff is abolished. Had 
the Germans won the war, they 
would, in all probability, have pre- 
scribed somewhat similar terms for 
the United States.” 

The war produced new practices 
but not new principles, the report 


said, and “‘was not won, as some pre- 


dicted, by a new and terrible devel- 
opment of modern science,’”’ but by 
“men, munitions and morale.” 

The American military achieve- 
ment was possible ‘‘only because of 
the assistance of our allies,” Gen.

3 WHITE MEN KILLED 
PROTECTING. NEGRO 


Union Men Slain as Officers 
Seek to Arrest Negro Labor 
Leader, Who Escapes. 


By the Associated Presse. 

BOGALUSA, La., Nov. 22.— 
Three white men were shot to death 
and two wounded in a fight at a 
garage here today, in which several 
men attempted to prevent special 
policemen from arresting a negro 
labor leader, suspected of inciting 
negroes, and two white men who had 
carried shotguns to protect him 
while parading him down the main 
street of Bogalusa. 

The dead are: L. E. Williams, 
predident of the Allied Trades Coun- 
cil of Bogalusa and owner of the 
garage; J. P. Bouchillon and Thomas 
Gaines, carpenter. They were shot 
by the officers. The wounded are: 
. J. O'Rourke, carpenter, and 
Jules Leblanc, a special policeman 
and formerly a Captain in the United 
States army. 

Five Escape During Fight. 

Saul Dechus, the negro, is presi- 
dent of a negro union. He escaped 
from the garage with four. white 
men during the shooting. James 
Williams, brother of the slain lead- 
er, was arrested, charged with as- 
sault with intent to kill. 

The speciat officers, who are mem- 
bers of the Self-Preservation an 
Loyal League, and who advanced on 
the barricaded garage despite the 
fire from shotguns and pistols, are 
maintaining order. 

The officers began their search for 
Dechus last night. Bouchillon and 
O'Rourke, armed with shotguns, to- 
day marched Dechus down the street 
to Williams’ garage. 

‘Forty-five special officers formed 
to make the arrest. W. C. Magee 
and Jules Leblanc, with warrants 
for O’Rourke, Bouchillon and Decus, 
started toward the garage. As they 
entered a gate leading to the build- 
ing the firing began and Leblanc 
was hit in the arm. Williams, the 
labor leader, stepped into the door- 
way. Officers said he refused to 
give up the men and made an at- 
tempt to carry his shotgun to his 
shoulder. He was shot dead. The 
garage then was rushed by the of- 
ficers and only the bodies of Bou- 
chillon and James Williams were 
found.

RUSSIAN ARRESTED HERE 
ADMITS SOVIET LEANINGS 


Agents of the Department of Jus- 
tice last night arrested Siegey 
Zdovnievich, a cabinet worker, at 
his home, 1019 Selby place, and 
locked him up after he admitted be- 
ing a Socialist, a sympathizer with 
the Russian Soviet Government, a 
member of two Rtssian workmen's 
organizations and a Russian citizen. 
The technical charge against him is 
that of failing to register for the 
draft. 

He has lived here for seven years, 
and never has made a declaration of 
his intention to become a citizen. He 
is a member, he said, of the Téchni- 
cal’ Aid Societay of Soviet Russia, 
and of the Union of Russian Work- 
ers, and has solicited funds for 
them.

County detectives trying to solve the 
mystery of the murder of 3-year-old 
Billy Dansey, said by physicians to 
have been perfect in mind and 
body, whose wncothed' skeleton 
was found yesterday within three 
miles of his home, six weeks 
after he disappeared, will go to 
Trenton tomorrow to examine a 
prisoner in the State penitentiary.

Believed to Have Been Strangled.

I am await- 
ing the letter, in hope that it will 
supply a lead, but most of the com- 
munications merely give us theories 
like those that overwhelmed us when 
we were searching for Billy.” 


Body Found by Accident.

LONDON, Nov. 22.—“Much might be 
said politically concerning Washing- 
ton’s action on the peace treaty. 
Financial circles, however, believe 
that .if the treaty had been ratified 
ronths ago your bankers’ schemes 
for financing the needy European 
countries might have successfully 
materialized. It is believed that the 
delay has occasioned a switching of 

credits to Wall Street speculators. 

‘It is doubted now whether even 
ratification of the treaty would be 
the signal for large grants of credit 
to Europe. The disposition is to re- 
gard the matter in the cold light of 
a business proposition. If this is 
correct, the situation is serious, be- 
cause the conviction is held here that 
there can be no permanently sound 
conditions for America or England 
amid the present political and finan- 
cial chaos on, the Continent. Your 
exports will inevitably suffer. 

The Break in Exchange, 

“The break in German and French 
exchange has undoubtedly been ag- 
gravated by the long delay in acting 
on the treaty and your attitude to- 
ward the league of nations. The f1- 
mer hag delayed the providing of 
credits and the latter I!mpairs confi- 
dence. Nothing but the strongest 
combined action by America and En- 
gland, our leaders believe, can pre- 
vent the utter collapse of mark ex- 
change. While the situation is so 
complicated by Russia, the noncon- 
clusion of peace and the Turkish sit- 
uation, the outlook is hopelessly ob- 
scured. 

“The rise of rates in the money 
market is generally regarded as a 
united expression by the Federal Re- 
serve Board and Bank of Englan., 
so the effect of dearer money is tho 
best and possibly the only means to 
prevent the diversion of credit re- 
sources to mere speculative purpos2s. 
Every penny will be required to fi- 
nance your trade and our own and to 
rehabilitate the devastated countries. 

“Criticism of the rise in rates by 
the various markets is now greatly 


mofified, and conditions are gradual- 
ly settling down. It is recognized 
that the market here had become lax, 
vaguely imagining that ease in money 
would continue indefinitely. This 
opinion was based on the belief that 
the trade balance and the exchanges 
are so adverse to us that dearer 
money will be powerless to affect 
the exchanges, 

“There was equal laxity regarding 
the necessity of checking expansion 
of internal credits and currency. 
Present policy, however, is based 
upon the well-founded belief that 
dearer money may have an effect 
both on the exchanges and on credit 
expansion sooner than was supposed. 
We are still financing foreign trade 
to a considerable extent. Our trad- 
ers are giving long credits to France 
and some other devastated countries.

Synopsis of Pre vious Chapters. 

HARLES A. COMISKEY, a sand-lot pitcher of Chicago, after playing 
amateur baseball for several seasons, was given a chance with a pro- 
fessional team known as the Dubuque “Rabbits,” managed by Ted Sulll- 
van His arm failing, he was given a trial at first base and made very good. 
After a remarkable exhibition at first in an exhibition game at St. Louis, 
against the Browns, he pleased Von der Ahe, then “Der Boss President,” 

so much, that the next season he was signed by St. Louis. 


Comiskey persuaded Von der Ahe to bring his old 


Dubuque manager, Ted Sullivan, to St. Louis to take charge of the Browns. 
Von der Ahe, an impulsive character who placed great dependence in 

Comiskey from the first, signed Sullivan, who at once began building up 

the team of supermen that later on, under Comiskey, won the championship. 
Comiskey, from his first game, made a hit with St. Louis fans.

OMISKEY’S frst appearance 

with the Browns, like his first 
game against them, was a defeat, but 
the rough spots had been smoothed 
a week later and the Browns wal- 
loped the life out of the Standards. 

The American Association made its 
big organizing campaign on the plat- 
form of 25-cent ball, instead of 50 
cents, which was charged in the Na- 
tional League, The price-cutting, al- 
though popular in St. Louis, proved 
a mistake from a financial viewpoint 
elsewhere. but the venture was a bo- 
nanza for Von der Ahe almost from 
the start, and the following year 
Ted Sullivan w4& given the task of 
organizing a winner. 

The two-bit experiment in 1882 
was not forgotten by Comiskey, and 
when, many years later, he went to 
Chicago and was taken to task by 
his fellow magnates for his encour- 
agement of 25-cent ball, he replied 
that as long as he contrdlled his own 
team the bleacher patrons would 
have an equal show with the grand 
stand spectators. Consequently the 
“uncovered” accommodations at the 
South Side Park in Chicago approxi- 
mate 25 per cent of the whole. 

“It doesn’t bring in quite as much 
money at the gate as the more ex- 
penstve seats, but it gives a greater 
number a chance to see my team and 
that is the big thing for me,”’ Comis- 
key said in answer to the criticism. 

The team which Sullivan handed 
to Von der Ahe for the 18683 season, 
after the Browns had finished fifth in 
a six-club league in 1882, consisted 
of the following: 


Tom Deasliey, Tom Dolan and 
Tom Sullivan, catchers; Tony 
Mullance, Charles Hodnett, 
George McGinniss and Henry 
Oberbeck, pitchers; Charles Co- 
miskey, first base; George Strief, 
second base; Walter’ A. Iatham, 
third base; William Gleason, 
shortstop; Eddie Cuthbert, left 
field; Oberbeck or Mullane, cen- 
ter field; Hugh Nicol, right field. 
Sullivan, as manager, parted com- 

pany with Von der Ahe before the 
season was over and in the following 
year took over the management of 
the St. Louis Union League club, 
which only lasted out the season. 
Comiskey Made Manager. 

Jimmy Williams succeeded Ted 
Sullivan and hung on until the mid- 
dle of the 1884 season, when, after 
another one of his outbursts, Chris 
von der’ Ahe found himself without 
a leader. In this dilemma Von der 
Ahe turned to the 25-year-old 
youngster from Chicago, who was 
still lean and possibly inexperienced, 
but with a head full of new ideas as 
to how the game should be played. 
It was a leap in the dark for the 
first sacker, but he promised Chris 
that he would try, and from that day 
to the winter of 1901 he held the 
managerial reins. \ 

The Browns of 1883 had come 
within one game of landing the pen- 
nant, and now with Comiskey in full 
charge things began to hum, al- 
though, perhaps due to a bad start, 
the team was unable to do better 
than fourth in a 12-club league. The 
team finished 74 points behind the 
champion Metropolitans of New 
York. It yas made up of the follow- 
ing players:

try. Given speed, pitching and head- 
work, Comiskey figured he had the 
world beaten. He went along on this 
theory and won four championships 
in a row. 

Batting was not underrated, but, 
although he had his share of slug- 
gers on the Browns, Comiskey did 
not consider stick work the most 
important feature except as it syn- 
chronized with other departments of 
the game. Years later—in 1906— 
this was again demonstrated when 
the White Sox, the “hitless wonders,” 
won the world’s championship after 
having captured the American 
League pennant on a minimum of 
batting. 


Comiskey himself was not a heavy 
hitter, but he had a knack of worry- 
ing the pitcher and his .250 or ,275 
batting average for the season meant 
more to his team than the ordinary 
.800 percentage. When once on the 
bases the troubles of the opponents 
began. Never a trick escaped him 
and he rapidly became a terror as 
a base runner. That he stole 62 
bases in 1887 and 77 in 1888 showed 
how well he could control his feet. 
The leader of the Browns. was 
speedy but he was far from being a 
Sheffield handicap man. There were 
many who could beat him in a 
sprint, but few who could get more 
out of base running than he. Given 
an even break in sliding into a base, 
nine times out of 10 he gained the 
decision, the fielders usually making 
a stab at the shadow instead of the 
substance, and this despite the fact 
that they had a mark of over six feet 


‘to aim at. 


Here is Comiskey’s batting and 
fielding records for the time he 
served in the major leagues, ‘“‘pinch 
hitting’ giving a slightly higher to-

From the figures it will be seen 
that he batted over the .300 mark 
but once in his major league career 
—1887—when he finished the sea- 
son with an average of .368. In field- 
ing he reached .983 in his first year 
at Cincinnati, where he played in 
every one of the 140 games sche- 
duled.

The new ideas advanced by Co- 

miskey have been frequently ex- 
ploited by chronicles from the time 
he began, but little has been re- 
corded about the flaws he discov- 
ered. Bill Gleason, his teammate, 
thinks he was responsible for half tho 
changes in playing methods. Among 
others he is held responsible for the 
coaching box and the double-umpire 
system. James A Hart, former presi- 
dent of the Cubs, related to the 
writer several years ago the reason 
for the barriers at first and third:

‘The chalk lines which enclose 
the coaching boxes were added to the 
field diagram after Charles Comiskey 
had demonstrated their necessity,” he 
said. “Comiskey and Bill Gleason 
used to plant themselves on each 
gide of the visiting catcher and com- 
ment on his breeding, persona] hab- 
its, skill as a receiver, or rather lack 
of it, until the unlucky backstop 
was unable to tell whether one or 
half a dozen balls were coming his 
way. Not infrequently the umpire 
came in for a few remarks. 

“‘tWe’s a swee. bird, isn’t he, 

?? Comiskey would chirp. 
ta heard of him before, di‘ 
you, Commy?’ would be the dulcet

reply of Gleason. 

““*The cat must have brought him 
in and put him in the keeping of 
the umpire or else how could he last 
more than an inning?’ and so to the 
end of the chapter. 

“This solicitous attention did not 
add to the efficiency of the back- 
stop, so, for the sake of not unduly 
increasing the population of the in- 
sane asylums or encouraging justifia- 
ble homicide, the coacher’s box was 
invented. This helped out the catch- 
er, but the pitcher ana other players 
on the opposing team were stil] at 
the mercy of Comiskey, and I know 
of no man who had a sharper 
tongue, who was in command of 
more biting sarcasm, or who was 
quicker at repartee."’ 

Comiskey’s ‘deadly’ coaching cen- 
tered in the fact that he was playing 
the game every minute. After a 
contest had been lost he could 
stretch and forget it, but he never 
permitted anyone to lose sight of the 
fact that he was on the field to win. 
In later years he carried a similar 
spirit with him to the grand stand, 
and as for the bench—old-timers re- 
count with glee his antics in the 
“coop.” 

“Commy” Nervous on Bench, 

His nervousness on the bench was 
often taken advantage of by hig 
men. It was usually his habit to un- 
consciously glide from one end of 
the bench to the other during a 
game, or even during an _. inning. 
Frank Isbell, who aided materially 
in winning the first world’s cham- 
pionship for tke White Sox, and who 
originally broke into the game with 
Comiskey in the Western League, is 
credited with having driven a nail 
from the under side of the board at 
St. Paul. The point was elevatea 
just high enough to become rasping 
without being conspicuous, although 
the rest of the players were “next.” 

The fact that Comiskey was in 
civilian clothes added to the zest of 
the undertaking. In due time came 
the tight inning and the rapid shift- 
ing of the boss. The hit that tied it 
up produced unwonted action. Com- 
my slid over the obstruction, but he 
did not discover until after the game 
was over that his trousers were bi- 
furcated laterally as well ap longitu- 
dinally. 

Birth of a Flag Winner. 


Pretzels and ballplayers being of 
equal importance to Von der Ahe, it 
developed on his manager to organ- 
ize for the campaigns which culmi- 
nated in Curt Welch's $15,000 slide 
and a world’s championship in ‘86. 
Comiskey started out by adding WII- 
liam Widmer to his 1884 pitching 
staff, Joe Quest to his infield, Fred 
Lewis, Harry Wheeler and the great- 
est of sluggers, Tip O'Neill, to his 
outfield. Those discarded were Tom 
Sullivan, Tony Mullane, Charles 
Hodnett, Henry Oberbeck and Eddie 
Cuthbert. 

Before the season was over Co- 
miskey discovered that he did not 
have a real pennant contender and 
during the winter came the final 
rounding out of the “four-time win- 


ners,” the pride of Missouri. Here |

Caruthers and Fouts, pitchers. 
Buchong, catcher. 
Comiskey, first base. 
Robinson, second base. 
Latham, third base. 
Gleason, shortstop. « 
O'Neill, left field.

This was the regular lineup of the 
Browns. A few utility players fig- 
ured during succeeding years, but the 
team was known as a 10-man com- 
bination, and the changes for three 
seasons were inconsequential. Hud- 
son was added to the pitching staff 
in 1886, while “Silver” King . and 
Boyle were signed in 1887.

| First Title Bout, 
Decides to Retire 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 22.— 
Michael J. Gibbons, the St. Paul 
phantom, who was/shaded by Mike 
O'Dowd, middle weight title holder, 
In a ten-round bout at the Audito- 
rium here last night, today an- 
nounced that he had decided to re- 
tire permanently from the boxing 
ring. Gibbons, who is believed to 


have amassed a comfortable fortune 
through his boxing efforts, said he 
had promised his wife that he never 
again would enter the pugilistic 
arena. 

The boxing record book states 
that Mike Gibbons was born in 8t. 
Paul, Minn., July 20, 1888, of Irish- 
American parentage. His first bouts 
which found their way into the box- 
ing records were in 1908. 

Gibbons’ pugilistic career has 
been peculiar in that for years he 
was considered the best man of his 
weight, but until last night never 
had a chance at the championship 
title. His announced retirement 
gives confirmation to the belief that 
has prevailed recently that Mike in- 
tended to box and fight to the limit 
of his ability against O’Dowd, strive 
for a knockout, the only way he 
could have annexed the title, and 
then retire after getting the cham- 
pionship. 

Gibbons Fought All the Way. 

Reports of the bout indicate that 
Gibbons extended himself to the ut- 


most to win. Although 32 years old 
—an age when ordinarily a boxer is 
vey much “through”’—Gibbons fought 
toe. to toe with the title holder, and 
tried again and again to slip over a 
Knockout punch. Several times he 
landed his right, but each time too 
high to reach a vital spot. In the 
sixth round he put over a right cross 
with such force that he suffered a 
fracture of a bone in the hand. De- 
spite this he fought on and even tried 
ot stop O’Dowd with the injured mitt. 

Experts at the ringside agreed that 
O’Dowd won by a fair margin. It 
was stated that both fighters ontered 
the ring at 158 pounds. 

The crowd was the greatest “money 
assemblage” that has ever been 
packed into the Auditorium, it being 
estimated that the receipts were in 
excess of $40,000. Of this amount 
Gibbons received 80 per cent, out of 
which he will pay O'Dowd $15,000. 
Gibbons also had the motion picturs 
concession and agreed that O'Dowd 
receive 25 per cent of the film re- 
ceipts, 

Gibbons Statement. 
Gibbons gave out the following 


statement: 

“For a long time, Mrs. Gibbons 
has urged me to give up boxing. I 
realize, of course, that I might stay 
in the game for a little while longer, 
but I have decided that such a cours» 
would not be practical. This is to 
announce my permanent retirement. 

“T feel quite certain that ring ex: 
perts will admit I outboxed O'Dowd 
and that I kept my promise to fight 
the champion all the way. My plans 
went wrong after the cut over my 
left eye was opened and also after I 
injured my right hand.”

Duck Hunting on Skis

Sportsman Tells of Many Added Features of This Sport on 
Lake Butte Des Mores, Wis. — Can. Get Birds From 
Unnavigable Places. 


By Clyde B. Terrell. 


The shy black duck voracious feeds: 

On the long duck-grass with its 
seeds, 

And, as he plumes his dusky wing, 

Suspicious glances round doth 
fling; 

A crackling reed, a bending grass,

A visitor from Chicago sat one 
pleasant summer evening on the 
porch of a Wisconsin farmhouse near 
Lake Butte des Morts, swapping 
stories of duck-hunting experiences 
with his friend, a farmer lad, who 


“since knee-high to a grasshopper” 
had spent his spare moments roam- 
ing about the famous wild-duck 
marshes near his home. 

“Did you ever hunt ducks on 
skis?’’ inquired the boy. 

The visitor shook his head nega- 
tively, for this was a kind of duck 
hunting that was. practically un- 
known except in the vicinity of the 
marshes adjoining Lake Butte des 
Morts, Lake Winneconnée and Lake 
Poygan in Wisconsin. 

Made for Walking on Bogs. 

‘These marsh skis,"’ continued the 
boy, with some surprise, “are similar 
to the Norwegian skis, but they are a 
little wider, and are made especially 
for walking on bogs, marshes and 
wild-rice beds, where it would be im- 
possible to wade or push a boat, 
With them a hunter may navigate 
such places and get those birds that 
fall beyond scent and range of his 
good retriever, or on brisk autumn 
mornings enjoy some exciting ‘Jump 
shooting’ out on the bogs.”’ 

Skiing for ducks is to me the most 
exciting and adventurous form of 
duck hunting; every moment is full 
of expectation that a duck may jump 
out of the grass from almost any 
quarter; then there are the thrills 
that one feels when crossing a haz- 
ardous stretch of mud and water. 
The physical exercise is, to me, su- 
perior to that taught in any gym- 
nasium. The fellow who does not 
enjoy physical exercise need not at- 
tempt marsh skiing. The beginner 
should not overexert himself, but if 
he will start out on short skiing trips 
after ducks, and increase their length 
as he becomes more able and accus- 
tomed to them, he will be physically 
benefited. Almost all forms of duck 
hunting are enjoyable to me; per- 
haps because I am one of those rest- 
less sort of fellows that Like to be 
“on the move.” I like the expecta- 
tion and excitement, and then the 
exercise of skiing keeps one comfort- 
ably warm on cold days when the 
more patient fellows in blinds behind 
their decoys are freezing. 

Has Many Features. 

Skiing is sport in itself; march skl- 
ing for ducks has the additional fea- 
ture of one of the most ‘fascinating 
forms of duck hunting. Many excit- 
ing, times I have had after ducks on 
skis, but there is one hunt that seems 
to stand out from all the rest. 

One raw November afternoon, Ray, 
my chum; Nick, the black cocker 
spaniel, and I arrived half-frozen at 
our hunting shanty on the Butte des 
Morts marsh, but deterMined to bag 
a few mallards. A heavy wind was 
blowing and as the waters out on the 
lake became rougher and rougher the 
mallards came off the lake in great 
flocks. They would circle over *he 
bogs and wild-rice fields to the north 
of us until, finally satisfying them- 
selves that the place concealed no 
enemies, they would drop down here 
and there, usually beside one of the 
many small ponds scattered over the 

marsh. 

It befng too late to go out that 
afternoon, we decided to ski out there 


the next day. After a good hot sup- 


per, one of the best ever, we rolled 
in our beds. 
Mallard Out of Range. 


Next morning we were up early; ; 


filled up on pancakes and maple 


syrup, bacon and coffee, and as the |», 


rising sun began to show its rosy face 
over the marsh we were out with our 
skis. 

Scarcely out of the dooryard, Nick’s 
tall began to wag faster and faster— 
up jumped a mallard almost under 
my feet. Up went my gun, “Snap!” 
—no report. There were no shells in 
the gun and. of course, by the time I 
got it loaded the mallard was out of 
range. Ray was not close enough for 
a shot. but he had the laugh on meé, 
and I made up my mind that the next 
time I would have my gun loaded be- 
fore I started. 

We now skied out into the marsh. 
Soon Nick caught scent of another 
duck and we skied as fast as we 
could, following him. Suddenly Nick 
made a jump on a bunch of grass and 
after a moment he came slowly to- 
ward us with a mallard in his mouth. 
It had crawled under the grass out of 
the cold and could not get away be- 
fore the dog seized it. First duck for 
Nick. 

Many Ducks Meet Fate. 

A little farther on some mallards 
jumped from the edge of a small pond 
near Ray, and as Ray shot, another 
jumped up almost behind me. “Bang! 


bang!” I got him! I had passed 
within a few feet of him and he had 
never stirred until he heard the gun- 
shot. And so it went and many other 
ducks met their fate. 

When we were returning to the 
shanty, Nick ran across the trail of 
another duck. I hurried up fast as I 
could, leaving Ray behind me, but in

AVOW LOYALTY TO RADICALISM 


House Uhmigration Committee 
Quizzes Anarchists—One 
Threatens Member. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—Anarch- 
ists awaiting deportation on Ellis 
Island were quizzed today by mem- 
bers of the House Immigration Com- 
mittee, which is seeking to deter- 
mine legislation necessary to. speed 
undesirable allens back to their na- 
tive shores. 

Sixty persons of various anarch- 
istic belief, the majority of them 
held .pending an appeal, reiterated 
their allegiance to radical move- 
rrents. One informed Representa- 
tive Albert Johnson, chairman of 
the committee, that the day would 
come when he would wish he “had 
not meddled with the Anarchists 
in this country.” 


The men held have organized a 
communist colony on the island, 
one radical told the committee, and, 
in face of deportation proceedings, 
carry out the principles of com- 
munism, even to dividing tobacco, 
candy and money. 

B. H. Uhl, Acting Commissioner 
of Immigration, informed the com- 
mittee that the total number of 
“Reds” held is 80. Several rad- 
icals had jumped their bonds, he 
said.

“By reason of the greatly increased 
cost of conducting a rental business 
it has been found necessary to in- 
crease the charges for services ren- 


dered to prevent actual loss in this 


department of the business. The gen- 
eral charges are very small in pro- 
portion to the increased expenses 
found in the real estate business.”’ 

The new charges for rent collec- 
tions on business property in the 
downtown distrfct vary from 2 1-2 to 
15 per cent; collections on business 
property outside the downtown dis- 
trict, 3 to 5 per cent; collections of 
rents on residences, flats and apart- 
ments within the city limits, 5 per 
cent; collections on tenefhent property 
in the city Hmits, 5 to 15 per cent. 

The charges on negotiating leases 
on business property vary from 2 to 
5 per cent; on residences and apart- 
ments, 4 per cent on gross rental. 

The directors decided that advertis- 
ing of vacancies shall be charged to 
owners, and that 8 per cent per an- 
num shall be charged on any sum 
advanced on rent accounts; also 1-4 
of 1 per cent of collections shall be 
charged for paying taxes. 

The following commissions on sales 
in city limits have been adopted: 4 
per cent on sales up to $3000; 3 per 
cent on sales between $3000 and $15,- 
000; 24% per cent on sales above $15,- 
000; 5 per cent on all sales outside 
the city limits.

iL 18-HOUR DAY GETS APPROVAL OF 
IONAL LABOR BODY 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Recog- 
nition of the principle of an eight- 
hour day and 48-hour week was con- 
tained in a committee report com- 
pleted today for submission to the 
International Labor Conference next 
week. In almost daily sessions since 
the conference convened, the com- 
mittee, including delegates _ repre- 
senting governments, employers and 
labor, arrived at an agreement by a 
series of compromises. The report 
will recommend indorsement of an 
international agreement applicable in 
all countries, except India, Japan 
and other Oriental nations. 

For continuous industries it was 
conceded that a 56-hour week should 
be authorized, and to make up for 
short days, such as,may occur on 
Saturdays and _ holidays, that the 
time might be distributed through 
the balance of the week even to the 
extent of permitting nine-hour days 
until the time was accounted for. 

A minimum time and a quarter 
was fixed for overtime. 

It was decided to recommend a 
special commission to work out a 
plan for India and other countries, 
to be submitted to another confer- 
ence, 

Certain of the labor delegates 
wished to have the terms of the pro- 
posed convention apply to seamen, 
but it was pointed out the conference 
already had before it the proposal 
that questions relating to maritime 
labor be considered at the next con- 
ference.

Admirers of his powerful and 
imaginative work, who love to roam with him in the 
golden reaims of fancy, will read with pleasure the fol- 
lowing episode from that book, called “The Cave of 
Kai.” It is a new and impressive variant upon the 
old theme thet the warrior and King depend for im- 
mortality upon the song of the poet.

HE pomp of crowning was ended. The 
rejoicings had died away, and Khanazar, 
the new King, sat in the seat of the Kings 
of Averon to do his work upon the des- 
tinfes of men. His uncle, Khanazar the 
Lone, had died, and he had come from a 
far castle to the south, with a great pro- 
cession, to TIlaun, the citadel of Averon and of the 
‘mountains, and lord, if there be aught beyond those 
mountains, of all such lands as are.

Lieut. Wales was assigned to Mather

insignia—took service in the aerial fire 
patrol of the forestry service, in Oregon. 

When plans were drawn for the trans- 
continental air derby, Lieut. Wales was 
selected as one of the Mather Field en- 
tries. Hig first act was to send a tele- 
gram to his former chum, inviting him 
to ride in the race as his observer. 
Goldsborough as promptly wired his ac- 
ceptance, and at the first moment re 
ported at Mather Field. The two 
friends regarded the race as an oppor- 
tunity for a fine aerial romp, and mer- 
rily made plans for a great time in 
New York, at the end of their flight 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic coast. 
When the start was made from San 
Prancisco, Miss McKenzie saw her fiance 
eff with a kiss and a smile for “good 
luck.””

Lieut. Goldsborough waved his hand 


The lookout on the ill-fated Titanic, when the fatal 
iceberg loomed up dead ahead out of the fog, would 
have comprehended the feeling of horror which filled 


the two pilots at this moment. But 
Lieut. Wales had had a training for in- 
stantaneous action in an emergency, and 
he was a master of all the gymnastics 
possible to the airplane. As if by in- 
stinct, he flung the machine into a side- 
Slip. But the motion was compelled to 
be so sudden and violent that the engine 
did not have the power to straighten the 
machine out again. It went into a tail 
spin and dived to the bottom of a deep 
guich.. The hour was 12:50 p. m., and 
the day was Oct. 9. 

When Lieut. Goldsborough, saved from 
death by a miracte, recovered conscious- 
ness and painfully crawled out of the 
wreckage, as fearful a spectacle as one 
can imagine met his half-blinded eyes. 
For it was tragedy in a stage setting of 
desolation. A heavy snowstorm was 
beating down into a harsh and rugged 
ravine, beset with bowlders and inter- 
sected with fissures, while the rocky 


flank of the mountain stretched upwards “ 


towards invisible heights through the 
storm. 

And in the midst lay the airplane, but 
a moment before proudly defying wind 
and tempest, and now prone with brok- 
en wings. Between the gasoline tank 
and the motor Was crushed the form of 
Lieut. Wales. His comrade, after dis- 
tressing efforts, succeeded in dragging 
the dying aviator free. But, on account 
of the gloom and the injury to his own 
eyes, Lieut. Goldsborough could not find 
his first-aid kit and bandages. 

There, in the cold and snow, Lieut. 
Goldsborough, himself reeling with pain, 
stripped_to the skin in order to take off 
his underwear and tear it into strips for 
handages. He put back on his blouse 
and trousers, but his coat and leather 
flying coat were used to wrap his friend 
against the cold. Lieut. Wales had lost 
his leather coat the previous day. “TI 
got the bleeding stopped and then 
wrapped him in all] the clothes we had,” 
Goldsborough says. It was, in fact, 
nearly all the clothes that both men had, 
tle built a fire from fragments of the 
wreckage and propped a broken aerilion 
on end to break the piercing wind. And 
then, both eyes swollen almost shut, 
Lieut. Goldsborough staggered out into 
the storm to seek help. 

Across his memory flashed the ran¢l- 
house at which he had waved afew min- 
utes before the accident. Probably it 
was the nearest refuge, and he set forth 
to find it. In his blinded condition and 
the gloom of the storm he lost all sense 
of direction. By some means he wan- 
dered around to another side of the 
mountain. Sometimes he walked with 
his shivering body bent against the 
wind and snow; sometimes, exhausted 
but refusing to rest, he crawled on hands 
and knees. At last be saw a house, and 
the sight redoubled his desperate ef- 
forts to move onwards. But he could 
not reach it. He was not far away, how- 
ever, when at last he lay still, unable to 
stir, His feeble call was heard by 
a cowboy. whe carried him within. It 
was the Paulson ranchhouse, four miles 
from the scene of the accident.

ROUND the corner from Front street on 
Coenties Slip, in downtown New York, 
there is an unpretentious lodging house 
to the liking of unparticular seafaring 
men. You can sleep there with your 
boots on, if so minded, and there are no 
carpets or rugs to be ruined by half-burnt 
matches, pipe ashes and tobacco juice. It is a change, 
at least, from a ship’s stuffy berth, the smell of ma- 
rine oil and the noise of a donkey engine, and you 
can get a bed for 35 cents a night, or $2 a week, in 
sadvance. 

Old George Crichley departed this life there a few 
veeks ago, leaving nothing behind but the clethes he 
wore, a bundle contdining one shirt and an extra pair 
of well-worn shoes, and a check for 100 pounds drawn 
on Barings’ Bank, London, payable to the order of 
George Crichley and signed by H. Melvin Ward. The 
check .was dated in May, 1893, but never had been 
cashed, for the simple reason that it wasn’t any good. 
But Old George, as everybody called him, clung to it 
just the same for more than 26 years, alternately pray- 
ing for that hundred pounds and expressing his opin- 
ion of H. Melvin Ward, dead or alive. 

It is some years since Crichley quit going to sea. 
After drifting around in midocean in an open boat 
for nine days he lost his love for the bounding main, 
and besides, when he died, he was getting along to- 
ward 70. So he just hung around the’ South street piers 
earning an honest dollar whenever the opportunity 
came his way, and spending it later like a lord. And 
the only home he seemed to have was the room he oc- 
ecasionally occupied in the lodging house on the Slip. 


Up in that room, which he shared with four or five . 
others of his kind, he kad told the story of the 100-- 


pound check; likewise in Doyle’s and the Shamrock 
and other of his favorite waterfront resorts, after try- 
ing to borrow a couple of dollars on its looks. 

Back in 1893, according to Crichley, he shipped on 
the ill-fated passenger steamer Marmion, running be- 
tween Liverpool and Buenos Aires. Somewhere off 
Cape Verde the shi ran into heavy seas, and when the 
cargo shifted she turned turtle and went down. There 
was time before she turned over to get out all the 
small boats and everybody was saved; that is, every- 
body except Reilly, a coal passer, who, however, did 
not meet a tragic death until nine days later. 

“That fellow Reilly was a stranger to me,” (and this 
is Old George's story as he related it, but robbed of 
a picturesque and sulphurous vernacular). “I don’t 
think, I-ever saw his face until we found ourselves 
adrift in one of the ship’s boats after the Marmion 
went down. There had been some confusion getting 
the small boats into the water on account of the dark- 
ness, but when daylight came I found myself with 
just two others in a boat big enough to carry 16. Reilly 
was one of them. The other was one of the passen- 
gers, a big, heavy-Set man, a regular swell, who in- 
troduced himself later on in the day as Mr. H. Melvin 
Ward of London, New York and Valparaiso. He said 
he was a millionaire. 

“There wasn’t another boat in sight. All the others, 
as I learned later, had kept together in a bunch and 
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were picked up next day. 
somewhere in the middle of the Atlantic, with one jug 
of water and one tin of biscuits to live on until some- 
thing turned up. 

“Nothing turned up during the first two days, and 
by, that time the jug was empty and most of the bis-

cuits were gone. Ward had been keeping quiet and 
very much to himself. He being a passenger, we had 
treated him kind of respectful and had asked nothing 
of him but to take things easy and let mé and Reilly 
do all the bailing out and keeping the boat’s head to 
the seas and taking turns standing watch. Reilly's 
shirt was our signal of distress, tied to the end of an 
oar and waved aloft at intervals. 

“But after that first two days and nights in an open 
boat, Mr. Ward began to get uneasy. Maybe Reilly 
and I were uneasy, too, but we didn’t want to show 
it. Ward had money, and first he wanted to buy some 
of our share of the biscuits. He began, promising all 
kinds~-of things and saying he’d make us independent 
for life if we got him ashore. He thought we ought 
to turn the boat round and go the other way, because 
he felt sure we were getting away from the steamship 
lanes and would die of starvation unless we diac some- 
thing soon. 


“And then Reilly, who was only a coal passer, took 
hold of things. He ought to have been a ship’s cap- 
tain or the General of an army, because it seemed to 
come natural to him to handle the situation. He told 
Ward right out that he couldn’t have more than his 
share of what was left of the biscuits, no matter how 
much he offered to pay fer them. Reilly took charge 
of the biscuit tin himself, and said he was going to 
cut us down to two biscuits a day, because there were 
only 14 whole ones left. If, at the end of another two 
days, we hadn’t been rescued, gwe could divide the 
crumbs equally between the three of us and trust to 
luck for the next meal. And instead of dying of thirst, 
he told us to take off some of our clothes and soak 
them in the sea water before putting tnem on again. 
We did what-he said, and while it wasn’t as good as a 
drink, it seemed to help some. Reilly also said Ward 
would have to do his share of the work, and gave him 
the job of keeping the boat bailed out. On the third 
night, when it rained a bit, Reilly kept me busy 
wringing rain drops out of my outspread coat into the 
water jug, and in this way I got the jug ntarly half full 
again. ’ ‘ 

“The third and fourth days went by and then we 
were left without a bite to eat. 
sixth day we were getting desperate. We hadn't sight- 
ed a solitary ship. The water jug was empty and 
Ward was all in, sitting moaning in the bottom of 
the boat and only bailing out when Reilly threatened 
to murder him in his sleep if he didn’t. 


“At midnight of the eighth day we were almost at 
the last gasp. There wasn’t any sea running to speak 
of, but it was one of those pitch-dark nights when 
there’s no moon and no stars and no breeze and noth- 
ing but the occasional slap of a wave against the side 
ot the boat to keep on reminding you where you were. 
We couldn't see one another; it was too dark for that,

but we were all wide awake and dying of hunger and 
thirst. P 

“Then Reilly spoke. All day I’d been watching him 
and I knew he had something on his mind. His voice 
seemed queer coming to us out of the darkness, and 
what he said sounded more horrible than if he had said 
it in daytime. I can’t give you his exact words. }ut 
he began by reminding us of a murder case tried in 
the Aaesize Courts, Liverpool, about the year 1885. 

“I remembered something about it. Three ship- 
wrecked men adrift and starving to death in an open 
boat in midocean had drawn lots at the end of their 
tenth day to decide which of the three should sacri- 
ficed to furnish food for the other two. It was better, 
they had agreed, that one should die and give the 
others a chance to sustain life for a few days more in 
the hope of being rescued than that all three should 
perish by giving up the struggle without any further 
effort. All three were married, and it was understood 
between them that the surviving two, in case of rescue, 
would take care of the wife and family of the unlucky 
third. So they drew lots. Three days later a steamer 
sighted the drifting boat and hove to: The two sur- 
vivors were turned over to the police when they 
peached Liverpool, charged with murder on the high 
seas. They were tried and acquitted. 

“Reilly thought it was up to us to draw lots, toa 
He said he would be willing if we were. Ward whis- 
pered he was game, and so did I. Anything seemed bet- 
ter than the torture of holding ott against hunger 
while waiting to sight a ship. 


“And so, aS soon as it was daylight, we drew lots, 
Reilly-tore three long strips from the lining of his coat 
and put them in his pocket with the ends sticking out. 
Ward drew the shortest one and crawled over to the 
bow of the boat and sat down. He said he wanted a 
few moments to himself. We felt sorry for him ‘until 
he spoke. He told us how rich he was, how much more 
important he was in the world than we were. He 
didn’t think it right that a man worth millions should 
be butchered to save the lives of a couple of common 
seamen. He offered either Reilly or me $50,000 to 
take his place. He hadn’t the money with him, but 
he said all that could be arranged‘as soon as he got 
ashore, and he also offered to pension both our fami- 
lies for life. , 

“Reilly wouldn’t agree, so Ward go excited and said 
he'd be damned if he’d die for us. Then, when Reilly 
crept toward him, knife in hand, Ward struck at him 
with an oar. In dodging the blow Reilly went over- 
board and sank, too weak to swim a stroke. 

“Ward said he would kill me if I came near him. 
He made.me toss my knife into the sea, and for the 
rest of that day we just sat at opposite ends of the 
boat without speaking.

Pen sketch of Bay State Governor 
who has suddenly loomed up 
_as-a Presidential possibility be- 
cause of his handling of Boston 
police strike — Poor man who. 
lives in modest rented home, 
with none of the character- 
istics of the average politician 


ALVIN COOLIDGE, the famous 
“Law and Order’ Governor of 
Massachusetts—the man who 
branded the police force of Boston 
“deserters” when they turned the 
city over to riotous mobs*on the 
night of Sept. 16—is a direct con- 
tradiction to the accepted type of successful 
political leader. “Cal” Coolidge, as he is 
known throughout the Berkshires, is almost 
a replica of the stage Yankee type, long, thin 
and cadaverous in his lines. From his red hair, 
tinged with gray, the pale blue eyes and In- 
dian-like immobility of features, to the ample 
shoes at the other extremity, the character is 
perfect. 


In other words, this Massachusetts Governor 
is everything that the 100 per cent handshak- 
ing, noise-making, smile-scattering politician is 
not. He is altogether one of the most remark- 
able political products that the State has ever 
seen, and his success is a flagrant violation of 
all the written and unwritten laws of the mod- 
ern political game. | 

Without money—in fact, a poor man—with- 
out unusual social standing, he has plodded 


steadily upward. He is not a member of ex. 
clusive clubs, and he cannot boast of ancestors 
from old Salem or the water side of the Back 
Bay, district. For several years as member of 
the State Legislature and also while Lieutenant- 
Governor of the State, he occupied a modest 
sort of room in a second-class~Boston hotel. He is 
rather awkward at social functions; he does not dance 
and is a teetotaler by preference and not legislation. 


The early life of this now national figure was as 
simple and unaffected as is his present mode of liv- 
ing. Calvin Coolidge was born in Plymouth, Vt., on 
Independence day, 1872.' Behind him were several 
generations of ancestors (the majority of whom hailed 
from Massachusetts), who served their country well 
in every emergency and played their part in making 
local history. 

As a farmer’s son he lived the routine life of the 
farm until it came time for him to go away to school. 
He attended Amherst College in Massachusetts, gradu- 
ating from there with high honors in 1895. Although 
be makes no claim to oratory, he was class orator 
at commencement. The college records show that in 
his senior years he won the first prize—a gold medal— 
offered by the Sons of the Americar Revolution for/the 
best essay en the principles of the war for Amefican 
jndependence, and this accomplishment is the more 
outstanding as it was realized in the face of compe- 
tition with undergraduates of many, other American 
colleges. 

After graduation, he studied law in the law ne 
of Hammond & Field in Northampton, Mass., and 
gave such earnest and characteristic attention to it 
that he was admitted to the bar in 20 months. He 
thereupon opened an office in Northampton, where he 
soon established a reputation as a lawyer, achieved his 
first success in the field of politics, and gained his 


rating as a good citizen and zealous, broad-minded pro-- 


moter of the community’s welfare. ° 

His capacity and willingness to work hard, his 
actual devotion to his duties as a lawyer in a small 
city, where reputation with one’s fellow citizens is 
based upon achievements, rather than adjectives, fixed 
his status as a member of the bar in whom were 
eombined ability, integrity, energy and purpose. 

With his natural bent for public affairs, Mr. Coolidge 
became a worker.in the ranks of the Republican party. 
In 1899 he was elected to the City Council of North- 
ampton. In 1900-1901 he was City Solicitor. He rep- 
resented his city in theNower branch of the General 
Court in 1907 and 1908, but*his service on Beacon Hill 
was interrupted at that time by his election as Mayor 
of Northampton. 

When his service as Mayor ended, he was chosen 
/ State Senator, and during the four years in such 
capacity, held the presidency of the Senate the latter

But the answer to the political successes that have 
just been sketchily outlined, and which have caused 
so much political head scratching in the Bay State 
and elsewhere, is traceable to a modest little home at 
21 Massasoit street, Northampton, Mass. } 

One-half of a double house may seem hardly in 
keeping with the accepted notion of Governors’ man- 
sions, as such mansions go in this ostentatious age, 
but such a structure houses the chief executive of the 
State of Massachusetts and his family. 


It is one of the homiest little homes in the Berk- 
shires. About 10 minutes ride in the trolley from the 
railroad station, on a street where the yards are ample 
and punctuated by rows of fruit trees, with good 
“breathing space” between the houses, is situated the 
home of the Governor. There is a front and side 
porch large enough to hold comfortably five or six 
recking chairs. The house itself comprises nine rooms, 
four of which are on the first floor. 

As may be imagined, this Governor’s mansion is 
barren of tapestries and choice paintings; and without 
the glint of silver plate and gilded furniture. Any 
newspaper reader, attempting to describe in a general 
way the features of the average middle-class Ameri- 
can home, would picture perfectly the home of that 
Calvin Coolidge who recently became a national figure

MARVELS OF ATOMIC ENERGY 


GREAT future for atomic energy was outlined 
by Sir Oliver Lodge in a recent lecture on 
“Principles of Energy” at Midland Institute, 
Birmingham, in connection with the James 
Watt centenary memorial meetings. Molecular energy, 
he said, was beginning to show signs of exhaustion 
and he instanced such energy as that supplied by coal. 
The great source in future, he thought, would be 
atomic‘energy, as this supply was inexhaustible, but 
at present it was in a sehse inaccessible as they had 
not yet discovered means to make it accessible 
Sir Oliver made a startling statement in regard to 
the extraordinary power of energy such as that which 
emanates from radium, and said it must not be thought 
that radium was the only matter that gave forth 
atomic energy. Such energy was present in most sub- 
stances but was usually latent and we had not so far 
the means of bringing it into force. There were mil- 
lions of foot-tons of energy per ounce in substances 
at present inaccessible, enough energy to raise the 
whole German fleet from the bottom of the sea to the 


top of Seottish meuntains. He hoped future investi- . 


gations would lie in this direction but he hoped, also, 
that the human race would not discover how to use 
this energy until it had brains and morality enough 
to use it properly, for, if the discovery were made by 
the wrong people, the very planet would be unsafe. 

We have now learnt that from nearly all atoms of 
matter it is possible sometimes to get particles flung 
off with prodigious speed, To get this emission from 
most substances requires the application of certain 
stimuli—heat, for instance, or light or electricity; but 
other substances there are, containing atoms of a more 
complex nature, which are spontaneously unstable, and 
which fling away not only light particles, such as elec- 
trons, but actual portions of themselves, actual atoms 
ot matter. These atomic projectiles usually, perhaps 
always, consist of helium, a substance which was not 
known at all till quite recent times, and which was 
discovered first in the sun by Lockyer and then in the 
hot springs of Bath by Ramsay. The atoms of helium 
which are spontaneously flung away, every now and 
then, by an atom of radium leave the substance with 
a speed which in a vacuum would carry them from 
London to New York in a quarter of a second-—the 
time taken by a stone to fall one foot, or the time 
taken by sound to travel a bundred yards.
